Leonard W. Hall yesterday ex­ 
pressed similai optimism about 
the prospects not only for the 
legislative program but for the 
Republicans’ chances of picking 
up more congressional seats in 
the November elections. 
He said Eisenhower’s leader- 
ship has given the party a tre­ 
mendous lift and he expects a 
gain of 15 to 25 seats, after a

The indictment was returned by

grand jury Oct. 13, but was kept 
pealed by court order pending the 
surrender of Onassis. 
Onassis, native of Greece and 
now a citizen of Argentina, pre­ 
sented himself in the federal dis­ 
trict court here today and, after 
the indictment was opened, entered 
a plea if innocent.

MANSFIELD GW — Ernest Max 
Sternbaum, 34-year-old super-mar­ 
ket executive, went 
on 
trial 
in 
common pleas court here today for 
first degree murder. He is accus­ 
ed of slaying his pretty wife, Leah, 
31, Dec. 4, 1952. 
Sternbaum also has been indicted 
for arson in connection with a fire 
which gutted the Sternbaum Food 
M arket office here on the same 
date. 
Mrs. Sternbaum was found in the 
burned office. Dr. Frank P Cleve­ 
land, Cincinnati pathologist, said in 
a special autopsy report that trac­ 
es of carbon monoxide were found 
in her lungs, indicating she inhal­ 
ed smoke after being beaten. 
Coroner D. C. Lavender and Dr. 
Cleveland agreed she suffered frac­ 
tures of the skull and injuries to 
the brain from at least five blows 
on the head. 
Sternbaum 
claimed 
two 
men 
whom he could not identify had en­ 
tered the office, beat him and his 
wife, and set fire to the place. He 
said he managed to crawl into an 
alley where firemen found him. He 
claimed the men took his wrist­ 
watch and a wallet, containing $60. 
The grand jury indicted Stern 
baum on the m urder 
and 
arson 
charges Dec. 5. The trial on the 
arson charge is scheduled to follow 
the m urder trial. 
Sternbaum is tre a su re r of the 
Sternbaum market chain which in­ 
cludes stores in other Ohio cities. 
Defense attorney in the murder 
trial is Paul Herbert, form er Ohio 
lieutenant governor.

On the dead novelist’s chest was 
a copy of the best seller “The Sea 
Around Us,” by Rachel Carson. 
No weapon was found. 
The 
slaying 
climaxed 
Boden- 
heim’s up-and-down career. He last 
made headlines 
two 
years 
ago 
when arrested for sleeping in a 
subway. Bleary-eyed and broke, he 
spent the night in 
jail. 
Friends 
finally put up his $25 bond. 
In the 1920s he was a prominent 
figure in the literary world of Chi­ 
cago and Greenwich Village. 
He and author Ben Hecht helped 
to found 
the 
Chicago 
Literary 


Times, an irreverent chronicle 
Chicago before the depression. 
The two also were members of 
Chicago’s old cultural mecca, the 
Dill Pickle Club. Others who fre­ 
quented the Dill Pickle included 
Charles MacArthur 
and 
Sher­ 
wood Anderson. 
Bodenheim, 
born 
in 
Herman- 
ville, Miss., had no formal educa­ 
tion. He became a bitter critic of 
American civilization. 
His novel “ Replenishing Jessica” 
caused a sensation in 1925. Later 
it resulted in charges against the 
author for publishing an indecent 
work, but he 
was 
acquitted 
on 
grounds that he had received no 
royalties from the book's sale. 
Among the novels lie considered 


his 
best 
were 
“ Blackguard,” 
“ Crazy Man,” “ Georgia May" and 
’'Sixty Seconds.” His verse includ­ 
ed “ Minna and Myself.” 
His peak was in the 1920s. By 
1935 he was broke and on relief; 
at Bellevue Hospital he w as diag­ 
nosed as an acute alcoholic. 
In 1942, he published 
a 
novel, 
“ Lights in the Valley.” 
He was first m arried in 1918 to 
Minna Schein, the inspiration for 
“ Minna and Myself.” They were 
divorced in 1938. and a year later 
he married Grace Fawcett Finan, 
a widow. She 
died 
about three 
years ago. 
Acquaintances of Bodenheim and 
the Fagan woman said she became 
his third wife recently.

Security Aide 
Denies Service 
Morale Falls 


W ASHINGTON GB-R. W. Scott 
McLeod, security administrator of 
the Department of State, said today 
it is “ not valid” to contend that 
new’ security procedures have low­ 
ered morale of the U. S. foreign 
service. 
“ We are gradually cleaning up 
the ‘m ess’ in

State Depart- i 
ent,” McLeod said. But he insist­ 
ed it was bein,' done withou* harm 
to the effectiveness of the depart­ 
ment. 
McLeod also said Sen. McCarthy 
(R-Wis) had “ absolutely nothing to 
do with his appointment to his pres­ 
ent job, and he characterized as 
“ ridiculous” reports that any man 
may be fired because his superiors 
do not like his choice of reading 
matter. 
McLeod said that last year, the 
departm ent dropped from the pay­ 
roll about 300 pe*sons about whom 
there were unresolved “ security” 
questions. The departm ent employs 
about 11,000 persons. He said the 
number might include some who 
resigned before their security clear­ 
ances had been completed. 
President Eisenhower announced 
a month ago that 2,200 persons had 
been dropped in the whole govern­ 
ment under the security program, 
but neither he nor any member of 
his administration is yet willing to 
give a breakdown on the figure, 
telling how many were dismissed 
for being drunks, continually late 
for work or actual Communists.

By election time, business condi­ 
tions may have leveled off, as 
administration economists say they 
-w ill. II they don't, the Democrats 
" w ill have a talking point probab­ 
ly overshadowing everything else. 
And the issue of Communists-in- 
government may be pushed into 
the background by other develop­ 
ments before then. 
For instance, by November Con­ 
gress will have finished this year’s 
work on 
Eisenhower’s 
program, 
which affects practically everyone; 
taxes, social security, unions, bus­ 
i n e s s , tariffs. 
The President himself has said 
that if his party doesn't put over 
a progressive program it doesn’t 
deserve to win. The congressional 
score on his program will provide 
plenty of election issues.

RAT CHANGES SQUEAL 
WHEN ONE OF THE Soviet’s most ac­ 
complished hate-Amenca mongers sud­ 
denly changes his tune, it’s time to sit up 
and take notice. The man to watch is So­ 
viet journalist-author Ilya Ehrenburg. 
Long a stalking horse in Russian rela­ 
tions with the U. S., the propagandist now 
suggests that the Russians are “sick and 
tired of cold w ar” and expresses a hope 
that, the forthcoming Big Four meeting in 
Berlin will put an end to it all. Someone 
should point out to Ehrenburg that such a 
happy eventuation will be possible if Rus­ 
sia ceases to veto all reasonable plans for 
the meeting, or plays its usual role after 
it gets under way. 
Americans who recall the viciousness of 
Ilya’s recent attacks cannot fail to note the 
hoarseness underlying his dulcet tones. 
But whether this mouthpiece for the Reds 
has had a twinge of conscience, or perhaps 
is toying with the wild idea of fleeing to 
sanctuary as he contemplates the fate of 
Beria, there is some evidence that the Rus­ 
sian people are less anti-American than 
their leaders. Latest corroboration comes 
from an American newsman. His uncen­ 
sored report on a recent tour in Russia re­ 
veals an unusual degree of good will to­ 
ward Americans and marked aversion to 
Soviet propaganda broadcasts. 
The new Soviet approach to the West is 
obviously contrived to further break down 
the will of the French in advance of the 
Berlin conference of which Ehrenburg 
speaks so hopefully. The Kremlin is bat­ 
tling desperately to head off a rearmed 
Germany. They don't particularly c a r e 
what one of their stooges says if it will ad­ 
vance this aim. 


SOLE SAFEGUARD 
ONLY CONSCIENCE stands between the 
average person and a life of crime. This 
is the unqualified statement of one of the 
nation's most famous psychologists, com­ 
menting upon the recent theft of a large 
sum of money from the Bureau of Engrav­ 
ing in Washington by $70-a-week bundle 
pushers. 
“The green stuff is hard to resist,” he 
declares. The average m an’s conscience 
would be put to a severe test if he knew no 
one would be hurt by his criminal act, that 
he would never be detected, and—finally— 
if the swag was large enough.” 
It isn’t always true that a “guilty con­ 
science needs no accuser.” It didn’t work 
in the case of the Boston Brink robbery, or 
in many similar cases. The pity is that 
the American conscience has become alto­ 
gether too pliable. In these days of greed 
and fast living it is regarded as clever to 
turn a quick dollar, regardless of the eth­ 
ics involved. 
Usually there is no permanent profit in 
the action, as in the case of the simple in- 


Despite numerous attacks on McCarthy 
and McCarthyism, the Wisconsin Senator 
won a decision of confidence when the Sen­ 
ate by 85 to one voted to provide his in­ 
vestigative subcommittee with the funds 
for which he asked. For several months 
there had been reports and rumors that 
McCarthy's subcommittee would be killed 
by withholding funds from it. 
As a matter of fact, last July, when the 
Democrats retired frojn the committee, I 
was told that a right would he made on 
providing further funds for this commit­ 
tee. Nevertheless, when it came to a show­ 
down, even those who have been critical 
of Joe McCarthy voted for funds. 
When the Democratic members returned 
to the Permanent Subcommittee on Inves­ 
tigations, *t was after a series of confer­ 
ences in the course of which Senator Mc­ 
Carthy agreed to most of the Democratic 
stipulations, some of which the Democrats 
in other years had rejected for the Repub­ 
licans and some of which had previously 
been rejected by McCarthy. The minority 
members, for instance, are to have a coun­ 
sel of their own; they are to have a voice 
in the hiring and firing of staff members; 
they can veto open hearings which may 
be repugnant to them. 
While it is true that McCarthy wanted 
the Democrats to return, the Democrats 
were as keenly anxious to return to t h e 
committee, although they gave a different 
impression. McCarthy wanted them back 
because this is a bipartisan government 
and all committees of Congress ought to 
have majority and minority members. The 
Democrats walked ofit and deserted t h e 
committee, which they had no business to 
do. Their responsibility was to remain on 
the committee and fight for what they be­ 
lieved to be right. 
The Democrats wanted to come back be­ 
cause as long as they stayed off the com­ 
mittee, the Republicans could do as they 
pleased, and if they turned up material to 
the detriment of the Roosevelt and Tru­ 
man Administrations, the Democrats were 
not able to protect their party. Besides, 
such Senators as John McClellan and Stu­ 
art Symington are anti-Communist and are 
not, at heart, opposed to Senator McCar­ 
thy’s work. 
So the situation is that the Democrats are 
back on the committee and the Senate, has 
voted McCarthy the funds requested bv 85 
to one, the only Senator opposing b e i n g 
Senator Fulbright of Arkansas,"who is in- 
ternationallv-minded. Internationalism can 
lead men into curious intellectual direc­ 
tions. 
Senator Joe McCarthy undoubtedly could 
agree to all the conditions that the Demo- j 
crats proposed because they also face pub- j 
lie opinion. For instance, they cannot pos­ 
sibly oppose an investigation into the af- j 
fairs of Major Irving Peress, who took a j 
Fifth Amendment on all inquiries as to his 
Communist affiliations about which t h e 
Army had due notice last August. 
The open hearing on this matter will be 
held in New York on February 18 and if i 
the attitude of Major Peress is the same in j 
the open hearing as it was in the closed, 
this could become a major scandal leading 
to an investigation of the Army Loyalty 
Board and even some of the top brass.

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Hopewell Indians, ‘Circleville’s Own,' Linked To Famed Works

Historian Says' 


They Put Up 
'Fort Ancient' 


Earthworks Found 
In Warren County 
Hold High Rank 


The Hopewell Indians, builders of 
the earthen-walled c i r c l e and 
square which once stood where Cir­ 
cleville is today, are now credited 
w th 
building one of 
the 
best 
known of Am erica’s 
prehistoric 
earthworks. 
M. E. Noggle, leading author­ 
ity here on the district’s 
early 
history, declares the Fort An­ 
cient Indians actually had noth­ 
ing to do with the construction 
of “Fort Ancient”, near Lebanon 
in Warren County. That famed, 
prehistoric enclosure, he said, 
w as apparently built by the same 
tribe that figured so prominently 
in the earliest history of this lo­ 
cality. 
The disconnected Indian skeleton 
recently found south of Circleville, 
Noggle pointed out, was said to be 
sim ilar in bone characteristics to 
those of the so-called Fort Ancient 
Indians, who lived in this section 
of the country between 1400 and 
1650 A.D. 
The similarities were noted by 
D r. Raymond S. Baby, curator of 
archaeology at Ohio State Museum, 
who examined the hum an remains 
recently 
uncovered 
near Circle­ 
ville. 
* • • 
IN 
HIS historical booklet en­ 
titled, “ Know Ohio,” B. A. Aughin- 
baugh refers to Fort Ancient, due 
west of Clarksville and southeast of 
Lebanon, as follows: 
“ It has been variously described 
as a fortress, temple, walled city, 
hunting trap, and signal tower, all 
of which it might have been, but 
more probably a fortress. It stands 
on a high plateau overlooking a 
wonderful panoram a of the Little 
Miami River. 
“The ‘fort’ is built in a gigantic 
zigzag 18,700 feet in length. 
The 
entire closure em braces about 130 


acres. The base breadth of t h e 
earthen walls varies from 30 to 70 
feet, and the height from IO to 25 
feet. At some places there is an 
exterior moat from two to seven 
feet deep. . . 
It was from these w i d e l y 
known earthworks the Fort An­ 
cient Indians later drew their 
name. 
but 
Pickaway County’s 
own historian claims they had 
nothing to do with building it. Of 
the Fort Ancients, he said: 
“ No tribe or group of tribes can 
be definitely associated with t h e 
Fort Ancients. The late Fort An­ 
cient Indians probably belonged to 
some southern Algonkian-speaking 
group—one of a family of North 
American Indians formerly inhabit­ 
ing the territory east of the Missis­ 
sippi, between North Carolina and 
Hudson Bay, including the Black­ 
feet, Cheyennes, Mohicans and the 
Shawnees. 
Perhaps 
it 
was 
the 
Shawnee, for we know later that 
two of their chief towns were on 
our Pickaway Plains at Cornstalks 
Town and Grenadier Squawtown. 
“ The presence of goods of Euro­ 
pean origin in some of the 
Fort 
Ancient villages show they existed 
in the 17th century, but the begin­ 
nings of these people m ust have 
been much earlier. Their villages 
were situated near stream s or riv­ 
ers and were composed of Vows of 
circular or square wigwams or 
huts, built of poles 
and 
covered 
with thatch and clay, anim al skins, 
bark or mats. 
“ The larger ones were prob­ 
ably the chiefs’ houses or tem ­ 
ples. These Indians were farm ­ 
ers, raising rom , beans, squash 
and sunflowers. They p l a n t e d 
their fields with the aid of dig- 
ging-sticks and did their cultivat­ 
ing with shell or stone hoes, lash­ 
ed to wooden handles. 
“ They supplemented their vege­ 
tal diet by hunting, fishing 
a n d 
collecting nuts, seeds, berries ^nd 
other wild fruits. They m ade pot­ 
tery, tools, utensils, w e a p o n s , 
pipes, ornaments and even musical 
instruments. Yes—they had their 
‘jam sessions’ with drum s, musical 
rasps of bone, rattles of turtle shell 
and turkey skulls and flutes made 
of hollow bone. 
“ Some buried their dead beneath 
their houses; some in refuse pits, 
others in special graves in the vil­ 
lage: some in sub floor pits beneath 
mounds of earth, or within mounds

Your 
Election 
L a w s . . .

(One of a Series) 
The Ohio Legislature, in making 
changes in Ohio’s election laws, 
has effected an alteration we were 
glad to recommend, one which will 
eliminate confusion that has exist­ 
ed for years regarding “ write-in” 
voting. 
For instance, in a prim ary elec­ 
tion where two candidates h a v e 
filed for one office, 
their nam es 
are printed on the ballot, followed 
by one blank space where the voter 
m ay write in a nam e if he chooses. 
Under the former law, the section 
which instructed the voter s a i d 
that the voter shall write the nam e 
in the blank space and then place 
an “ X ” before it. However, the sec­ 
tion instructing the election 
offi­ 
cials as to how the ballots shall be 
counted, read, in effect, that if the 
voter’s intention could be 
ascer­ 
tained, the ballot should be count­ 
ed. 
It was obvious that by writing in 
a name on a ballot the voter had 
displayed his intent to vote for such 
person and that the m ere writing 
in of an “ X” in the accustomed 
place was a directory requirem ent 
and not a mandatory one But, it 
can readily be 
seen, 
there 
was 
room for confusion and argument. 
One of the many c l a r i f y i n g 
changes made by the 100th General 
Assembly, now in effect, 
omits 
mention of the writing in of an “ X ” 
before the name of a write-in can­ 
didate, thus making it easier for 
the voter and clear to the election 
officials, since all the voter has to 
do is write in the nam e of the per­ 
son he prefers.
